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Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 1 "said bridge power source" has no antecedent. Is this the "bridging 
power source"? Claim 10 recites a "DC-DC power supply for converting". This is confusing 
because supplying and converting are two different operations. Is a "DC-DC power converter" 
intended? The "electrolysis cell" being "the bridging power source" in claim 1 1 is confusing, 
since the disclosed electrolysis cell is part of the "secondary power source" along with the fuel 
cell. Claims 12, 23, 27 and 28 do not recite any connection between the primary source and the 
rest of the system, such as the bridging power source or the bus, as recited in claim 1, and would 
thus be incomplete. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Cratty (US 6,61 1,068) discloses a power system in which fuel cells are connected to 
a power bus. Droppo et al (US 6,628,01 1) and Jungreis (2003/01 13595) disclose fuel cells and 
batteries connected to power converters. Berg et al (DE 195 38381) and Takahashi et al. 
(JP 4-304,126) disclose fuel cells as sources of emergency power. 

Claims 1-28 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. The prior art does not 
disclose a power system including a bus, a primary power source, a secondary power source 
comprising a fuel cell, and a bridging power source, where the bridging and secondary sources 
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are activated when the primary source exhibits certain characteristics, and where the secondary 
source is activated when the bridging source is depleted. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Drawing numerals 
58 and 60, in figure 1, are not identified in the specification. Appropriate correction is required.
